HIM CAUSE FOK PROTECTING MIS- 


SIONARIKS. 


There appeared in tbe issne of the 


JOURNAL of yesterday morning an art- 
icle upon the Chinese question as it is 
likely to develop in tbe near future. 
While oar conclusion was positive 
upon coming events, as marked by all 
movements made by tbe administra- 
tion in tbe last few mouths, we were 
not prepared to say that tbe time of 
tbe events is upon as. Bat, so thor- 
oughly were we convinced that a few 
week? would develop conditions that 
would bring us into a close war posi- 
tion with Kussia, and perhaps other 
European nations, that cautions men- 
tion was made of what we deemed an 
approaching war storm for the United 
Stats?, because of relations of the 
administration to Great Britaio, as 
outlined by all thut has occurred at 
Washington for not less than a year 
preceding tbe present time. 


While we were engaged in writing 


tbe article referred to the administra- 
tion nt Washington was making de- 
mands ou the War Department to carry 
la to effect tbe obligation it is under 
to England by promise made to care 
for the intercuts of that power in China 
while it is engaged in the Transvaal 
war. 


It ia claimed there is an alliance be- 


tween the United States and England, 
which is incorrect, as the United States 
has made no alliance with any power 
that would place it under obligation 
to make war to defend its interests. 
Hay made an effort in the canal treaty 
to pUce the United Statee in the bands 
of England, but has not succeeded iu 
doing so over tbe objection of the 
Senate. But it ia not necessary to 
have a formal treaty, offensive and 
defensive, as an understanning by the 
administration and tbe representatives 
of tbe frusta at Washington is all there 
is necessary for the purpose included 
in tbe work in China. 


Tbe President is tbe oommander-tc- 


ohief of tbe army nnd navy, and all 
there is necessary to send the army 
and navy to China is a pretext, which 
in this instance is tbe protection of 
raiseiunaries against attacks that may 
bo made upon them by Chinese rebels, 
who may be or are in rebellion against 
the ruling dynasty in that country. 
Tho real object of the administration 
ia to protect the interests of England 
in China against tbe encroachments of 
Bussia in that country, while England 
is engaged in war with the Boers in the 
Transvaal. 


It is ascertained that the United 


States can place an army in China 
from the Philippines in thirteen days 
to protect the missionaries as claimed 
against attacks by the rebels, and it is 
a.lso ascertained that there are three 
United States warships within a short 
distance of the territory where war 
uctlon may become necessary, and a 
fourth will be added in tbe near future 
to keep tbe rebels iu form until an 
American fleet can be put in readinesu 
for Chinese waters. 


It is astonishing to learn the Interest 


will be found an explanation of the 
war like preparation! of Japan at tbla 
time whose interests in Korea bava 
been, ilnoe the close of the Japanese- 
Chinese war, ae much threatened by 
Eussia as they are now bat no oaaie for 
war waa ascertained by Japan to be In 
the conflicting interests of the nations 
over Korean matters till tbe present 
time. There was a oauae for tbe sil- 
ence of Japan over Korean difference! 
with Russia till the opportune time 
came which has been known would 
comeiua few years as Btiaela wac en- 
gaged in building a railroad to the 
aoutb iu Asia, to procure an outlet to 
the trade of which to tbe aea c^iited 
the conflict in Korean interest* be- 
tween Russia and Japan. 


England was interested and con- 


tinues to be in closing tbe door to the 
enterance of Russia to tbe trade of 
Asia, and Japan waa held by England 
from taking action till the plumb was 
ripe when England and Japan would 
rub egainet Russia and straighten tbe 
crooked ways of the Bear in Korea and 
Chins, which straightening process la 
beginning. 
England mast and will, 


under tbe circumstances, be tbe ally 
of Japan in the Korean trouble with 
Russia. Too cause that gave oppor- 
tunity to tbe United States to enter 
into the Orient combine against Russia 
and the world to support the commer- 
cial interests of England cannot be 
given in this article but it is enffioent 
for tbe present to know that England 
is using the United States and Japan 
to further its interests against Russia, 
France and in truth, to farther its 
interests against the worldless Ger- 
many while it is engaged in extending 
its dominion in Sooth Afric i.

convict who is serving a sentence of ten years for burglary 
committed in Santa Ana two years ago, is to be taken to Pi- 
oche, Nevada, to be tried on a charge of murder. 


For three years the authorities of Lincoln county have 


been endeavoring to get possession of Hancock to try him for 
the murder of George Engelke and George Edmundson of Og- 
den, Utah, on the desert of Southern Nevada in the Spring of 


1897- 


The history of this case has a thread of romance running 


through it. Three years ago Hancock and his wife, now Mrs. 
Geo. D. Cross of Pioche, Nevada, started from Santa Ana 
across the Nevada desert for Pioche. 


At the Pahrump ranch, near the California and Nevada 


line, they met Engelke and Edmundson. The four traveled 
together until they were near DeLamar 


Hancock and his wife arrived in Pioche alone, and for over 


a year the disappearance of Engelke and Edmundson was one 


of absolute mystery, no trace of the missing men having 
been found on the desert. 


In the meantime Hancock and his wife separated and she 


had met and fallen in love with a man named Cross. Her 
husband learned of her infidelity and threatened her life. 


Anxious to get rid of him, she went to the authorities and 


confessed that her husband had murdered the two men. She 
described the murder in detail and told how her husband had 
compelled her to bury the bodies in the sands of the desert 
and to burn the murdered men's wagon and effects. 


She even drew a map of the locality where the tragedy 


occurred and the Nevada authorities went to the place and 


found the skeletons of the two murdered men, each with its 
skullicrushed in. 


Hancock learned of his wife's confession and hastened 


back to Santa Ana, confessed to a burglary committed there 
some time before and was railroaded to San Quentin for ten 
years. 


District Attorney McNamee of Lincoln county, Nevada, 


visited Governor Gage last week and received assurance from 
him that he would permit Hancotk t6 be extradited.
